The 
Republican quotes the Buenos Aires 
Standard as saying: 
W e cleared a 
thousand square 
leagues 
of savages 
just to hand them over to brigands,” 
and it declares that the brigands are 
having things so much their own way 
that it may be desirable to institute 
a “traveling tribunal of high justice, 
with executioner 
and 
portable gib­ 
bet.” 
From this it appears that, while 
there have been changes since Hudson 
wrote his “Idle 
Days 
in Patagonia,” 
the changes have by no means elimi­ 
nated the wildness of that wild land. 
The savages have been tamed, but the 
bandits have taken 
their 
place, and 
the latter are probably far Ecorse than 
the former. 
Says the Springfield Re­ 
publican in 
regard 
to 
the 
present 
status of that vast territory: 
“While a large part of Patagonia, 
which was definitely established as 
territory of the 
Argentine 
Republic 
by the treaty of 1881 with Chile, is 
barren land, there are regions toward 
the north, 
extending 
from the foot 
hills of the Andes, which contain rich 
forests and which offer excellent ran­ 
ges f >r sheep and cattle grazing. Also 
strongholds for increasing 
hordes of 
robbers, who prey upon industry, hold 
wealthy and 
prominent 
victims for 
ransom, and defy the scattered force 
of soldiers and police that the govern­ 
ment is able to send 
against 
them. 
More than 
four-fifths 
of the inhabi­ 
tants of Patagonia, it is said, are of 
foreign birth, mostly of Latin origin. 
The banditry seems to he more like 
that of a predatory caste, such as the 
mountain robbers of Spain and Italy, 
than of the reckless had men of our 
pioneer West. 
Nor has it, apparently, 
the political aspect which characteriz­ 
ed the marauding expeditions of Villa 
and his like in Mexico. 
It is profes­ 
sional crime carried on under most fa­ 
vorable conditions.” 
It will probably be many years be­ 
fore 
Patagonia 
becomes 
civilized 
country. 
Its distances 
are 
magnifi­ 
cent; its remote parts are difficult of 
access; over large portions of it the 
soil is not such 
as to invite 
develop­ 
ment. 
The 
Springfield 
Republican 
thinks that the restriction of immigra­ 
tion into the United States will divert 
immigrants from this country to Pata­ 
gonia as well

South America, but whether this is a 
good guess or not remains to he seen.

Shoe Shop Wrecked As 
One of Number Hurled 
Bomb He Carried.

19.—Fourteen 
hundred sticks of dynamite, three 
inches in diameter and ten inches 
long and IOO sticks of “T. N. T.” 
were seized today by the police fol­ 
lowing the capture of five dynami­ 
ters in the act of bombing a shoe 
repair shop. 
One of the prisoners was shot in 
the side after the police had sur­ 
rounded the shop for ten nours fol­ 
lowing a mysterious tip it was to 
be bombed. 
Richard Burke, 23 years old, was 
carrying the bomb when the five 
approached the 
shoe 
shop, after 
parking a stolen 
automobile two 
blocks away. Forty detectives hid­ 
den in neighboring 
building 
sur­ 
rounded the bombers and ordered 
them to surrender. 
Instead Burke hurled the bomb 
and the explosion 
tore the entire 
store, threw David Kreenan and bis 
family from their beds upstairs and 
broke windows for blocks around. 
As Burke turned to Flee Michael 
Hughes, chief 
of 
detectives shot 
him. 
The other four surrendered. 
They gave their names as Michael 
French, James Smith, John Berry 
and Charles Young. Search of their 
homes disclosed the bomb making 
plant.

Is Given. 


London, Sept. 20.—The change ol 
peace parley ultimatums between 
Lloyd George and Eamonn de Va­ 
lera has now resolved itself Into 
categorial questions as to the real 
intent of the proposed peace con­ 
ference. 
Lloyd George has asked De Va­ 
lera flatly whether he will discuss 
the situation without preliminary 
reservations. 
To this, in the latest 
message 
telegraphed from Dublin to the 
British premier, De Valera has in­ 
quired 
simply 
whether 
Lloyd 
George is demanding Sinn Fein’s 
surrender or whether he is inviting 
both sides to a free and unprejudic­ 
ed conference. 
If the latter is the 
case, De Valera accepts. 
It would appear then, that it re­ 
mains only for the British premier 
to repeat his 
invitation to a free 
discussion of the means by which 
Ireland may take her place “in the 
community of nations known as the 
British empire,” to bring the corre­ 
spondence to an end. Little by lit­ 
tle the notes* between the two lead­ 
ers have been shorn of phrases and 
“explanations,” and 
as 
the tele­ 
graphic duel nears its end optimism 
prevails everywhere. 
De Valera’s latest cablegram was 
dispatched after a hurried session 
of the dad Eireann cabinet, called 
for the purpose of discussing the 
advisability 
of 
withdrawing 
the 
“sovereignty” paragraph which was 
the stumbling block in the way of 
the conference, and which was ori­ 
ginally authorized by the dail. 
From Downing street has come a 
new explanation of Lloyd George’s 
stand on the sovereignty issue. De 
Valera, it is declared,

been asked to relinquish his per­

Jefferson City, Mo., September, 
20.—Electrict,

Missouri farmers in all counties 
in the state, shows that there are 
8006 home-owned 
electric lights 
plants, 3133 farms that get current 
from outside sources,

lighting conveniences. 
The survey 
covered

home-owned plants, farms 
where

purchased, 
home-owned acetylene gas

outside sources. 
There are so 
few farms where gas is bought 
that this phase of the survey is 
not included in the final figures 
giving the number of farms that 
have electric or acetylene lights,

nue.

Opposed to Attitude 
London. Sept. 19.—Premier Lloyd 
George yesterday added another to 
the brisk lire of telegrams between 
Dublin and Gairloch, which leaves 
Eamonn de Valera’s search for

formula enabling him to accept the 
invitation to a conference still un­ 
satisfied, and the position on the 
Irish question is virtually the same 
as on Friday. 
In his message to the Irish repub­ 
lican leader, the British prime min­ 
ister remains firm in refusing 
to 
meet the Irish delegate as repre­ 
senting an independent and sover­ 
eign state, and declares that 
un­ 
less that section of de Valera’s re­ 
cent letter insisting upon the dele­ 
gates acting as representatives of 
an independent Ireland w'as with­ 
drawn, a conference betwreen 
the 
members of the British cabinet and 
the Sinn 
Fein 
plenipotentiaries 
wreuld be impossible. 
Notwithstanding the firm tone of 
Lloyd George’s telegram it is inter­ 
preted as displaying solicitude 
to 
furnish de Valera a favorable open­ 
ing for abandoning his present at­ 
titude. 
Is New Condition 
The text of the telegram fallows: 
I have received your telegram of 
last night and observe it does not 
modify the claim that 
your 
dele­ 
gates should meet us as representa­ 
tives of a sovereign and indepen­ 
dent state. 
You made no such condition in 
advance when you came to see me 
in July. 
I invited you 
then 
to 
meet me in the words of my letter 
as the chosen leader of the great 
} majority in Southern Ireland 
and 
you accepted the invitation. 
From the very outset of our con­ 
versations, I told you that we look­ 
ed to Ireland to own allegiance to 
the throne and to make her future 
is a member of the British com­ 
monwealth. 
That was the basis of 
our proposals and wre cannot alter 
it. 
The status you now' claim in ad­ 
vance for your delegates is in 
ef­ 
fect a repudiation of that basis. 
I 
am prepared to meet 
your dele­ 
gates, as I met you in July, in the 
capacity of the chosen spokesman 
for your people to discuss the asso­ 
ciation of Ireland with the British 
commonwrealth. 
My colleagues and I cannot meet 
them as representatives of a sover­ 
eign and independent state without 
disloyalty on 
our 
part to the 
throne and the 
empire. 
I must, 
therefore, repeat that unless 
the 
second paragraph of your leter of 
the 12th is withdrawn a conference 
between us is impossible.

The eventful day dawns; trains

visitors

homes. 
Here they come, nearly two hun­ 
dred of them, brushed, shined and 
shaved within an inch of their 
lives!

look, he threw it at the animal.

lock struck some invisible barrier and 
dropped to the ground.
